Resolutions of appreciation for this confidence were 


unanimously passed and sent up to the Executive Board. 


Pensions 


The following resolution expressed the attitude of 


the League toward the Ministerial Pension Appeal: 


“Resolved that we assure the management of the Cam- 
paign for Ministerial Pensions that The Luther League 


of America will give itself whole-heartedly to the pro- 
gram of the Church in caring for the aged and infirm 
from her parsonages. By prayer and sacrifice Luther 
Leaguers everywhere will commit themselves to the 
task in joyful recognition of that which their pastors and 
the pastor’s wives have meant to them.” 


Sustaining Membership 

Over $5000 was contributed to the League from the 
Sustaining Membership. The father of this plan, Mr. 
John Greiner, of Pottsville, Pa., was congratulated on its 
success. Before this new ‘source of income was devised, 
the League wac almost hopelessly in debt with a vast 
opportunity opening before it. Now the League main- 
tains three full time Secretaries, two full time office 
workers and an adequate headquarters. One-fourth of 
the budget must come from the Sustaining Memberships. 


The League will continue to solicit membership at $5 and 
more. A newly designed certificate will be awarded 
for 1928. 
Parish Education 

Much satisfaction was expressed that the move to- 
ward a co-ordinated program of Parish Education initi- 
ated by the League at Salisbury last summer had re- 
ceived favorable action by the Executive Board. Secre- 
taries Mehlhouse, Wolf and Traver were appointed to 
the commission authorized by the Executive Board that 
is to draw up a resolution for the Erie Convention of the 
ire GeAe 

A New Unit 

West Virginia is the latest member of the League 

family and was received with a hearty welcome. 


The Review 

Resolutions of appreciation were unanimously adopt- 
ed for the services of Dr. Ernest F. Eilert, founder and 
for thirty-nine years publisher of the Luther League 
Review. Approval was expressed for the new size of 
The Review and confidence voted to the new publisher, 
The Kurzenknabe Press, of Harrisburg, Pa. Both Re- 
view and Topics having no editorial salaries to pay are 
more than self-supporting. 


Literature 
All departments are now provided with an adequate 
literature. The loose-leafed Workers Hand-book in 
which all standardized pamphlets may be included was 
reported as increasingly popular. 


Missionary Objectives 

Dean May Scherer of Marion, Va., Missionary Sec- 
retary, reported over one thousand dollars already in 
hand for the South American Objective and prophesied 
the entire fund would be in hand by the end of 1928. 
With President Dittmer, she recommended a careful 
study of our methods of missionary education. The 
League is not a money-raising organization and accepts 
objectives mainly for their aid in education. Illinois 
has already over-paid their quota toward Luther League 
Hall, A vote of thanks to Mrs. S. JT. Peterson, of 
Chicago, for her activity in this project was unanimously 
given. 
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Life Service 
Secretary Clarence Portz reported a better organized 
effort in recruiting but the failure of the Church to 
provide positions for certain types of service. Young 
women, prepared for Parish Work and for Directing 
Religious Education are seeking openings in vain. A 
move was made toward a department of employment at 
headquarters where positions and prospective workers 
would be listed. Secretary Portz was also instructed 
to provide for the visitation of our Lutheran Institutions 
in the interests of vocational guidance. 
Omaha 
First steps were reported for the Bi-ennial Con- 
vention at Omaha, July 6-10, 1929. A transportation 
committee was appointed and suggestions for a pro- 
gram received. Plans include extensive tourist trips at 
reduced rates with special trains from Luther League 
icenrency 
Juniors 
Secretary Mehlhouse reported the biggest year in 
her Department. The “Good Neighbor Club” idea is 
proving a success. Strong Junior Leagues adopt Junior 
Leagues in institutions and missions by this plan, and 
provide for their support. “Preparing for Church Mem- 
bership” will be one of the themes for study which in 
a four year period will present the work of all depart- 
ments in the U. L. C. A. As in the past the Women’s 
Missionary Society will provide for the missionary in- 
struction of the Juniors. An institute of Junior Work- 
ers was held on February 11th. The Juniors will raise 
$500 toward the South American Objective. 1929 is 
chosen for special emphasis on the Junior League by the 
Luther League of America. 
Intermediates 
Secretary Wolf gave an encouraging report with 
fifty-four newly organized Leagues registered since Sal- 
isbury. A complete set of literature is now provided 
including a “Sixteen Point Wall Chart” for the meeting 
room. Their institute was also held on February 11th in 
conjunction with the Junior Institute. $500 is to be 
raised to provide for Gymnasium Equipment in Luther 
League Hall, Buenos Aires. Summer camp work is 
growing in popularity and the Secretary has been called 
into consultation many times with regard to existing and 
contemplated camps. More than 800 Boy Scout Troops 
in U. L. C. Churches and hundreds of similar organiza- 
tions will be associated by the plan of the Protestant 
Committee on Scouting. ‘‘Teen-age”’ conferences are 
also projected. 
Extension 
Favorable consideration of the official Young 
People’s Organization is discovered in many quarters 
where a few years ago the League was not known. 
The growth in membership is steady and convincing,

More important than the growth in membership 
and influence is the development of the soul-life of the 
Leaguers. The file of Daily Bible readers is growing

For five years she has taught school, 
for three years she was secretary to Dr. Breeting in 
Washington, D. C., in which city he was intimately 
connected with the Inner Mission and Luther League 
work. For the last three months she has been Luther 
League Secretary for the Maryland Synod. 

Miss Tussing comes to initiate, plan, develop and 
intensify the Luther League work in our states. She 
comes from the south. Let us show her our hospitality 
is as warm hearted as is that of her own state.

WHY WORRY?—ASK UNCLE AMOS 

An old friend, years ago, used to say, “I want to 
know,” when he heard anything unusual. When we get 
to the point that we no longer “want to know” we will 
be in a bad way. Some Leagues have not improved their 
devotional meeting methods one bit for twenty years. I 
am often surprised to find League officers who do not 
know one thing about our supply of literature and have 
never heard of the Worker’s Handbook. I have hope for 
them, even in their state of ignorance as long as their 
ignorance is not bliss. As long as they “want to know” 
I can do something for them. 

Send in your questions. They do not have to be 
limited to League problems? What do you want to know? 

Should a young man always obey his parents even 
to the point of believing whatever they teach him? 

He should give respectful attention to everything 
his parents tell him. He can be sure that they usually 
will be right, for they speak from a wider experience 
than his. But he might know that they were mistaken 
on some questions and then he certainly would have to 
think for himself. If his conscience demands a difference 
in opinion, he should be modest and kind about it. The 
difference in opinion must not be allowed to shadow his 
love and respect for his parents. 

Are “good” people hard to get along with? 

Not if your definition of “good” means Christ-like. 
It is unfortunate that popular goodness often means 
just a high standard of morality. It is possible to be 
morally clean and at the same time cold and critical in 
relation to others. But that is not goodness. Remember 
that the words God and good come from the same origin. 
Good people have a large measure of God’s gentleness.

You should have an Inner Mis- 
sion Society. To meet the present emergency, a com- 
mittee of business men could be formed to find positions 
and connect them with jobless men. But perhaps there 
is an efficient agency at work. Then your Church peo- 
ple should get behind it.

THE OPEN DOOR 


We have before us a pamphlet from the Student 
Volunteer Movement entitled, “Making Christ Known 
the World Around.” Opportunities for service in 1928, 
which we wish, might be in the hands of every young 
person within our church. This gives a very complete 
list of openings for which candidates are sought for this 
year. It takes twenty-one pages to list and explain 
briefly the fields and types of workers the various de- 
nominations need immediately. Almost every conceiv- 
able occupation is listed and every one demands a trained 
and finished product in the candidate. This should at 
once answer the question, “How can I become a Mis- 
sionary, Foreign or Home?’ Of this we shall write 
more in detail below. A total of 1,635 candidates are 
needed. Of this number, 466 are for the United States 
and Canada and, 169 for the other great countries and 
continents and the islands of the sea. Our own United 
Lutheran Church calls for the following:

What Qualifications and Preparations are Necessary? 


Frequent requests come to our office asking for in- 
formation as to what preparations are necessary to be a 
Missionary. Whatever field one desires to enter, and 
that should quite well be determined before preparation 
is begun, a thorough training is absolutely essential. 
Goodheartedness and sincerity are by no means all that 
are required. This day requires the best minds and the 
best training possible to cope with the very difficult 
problems which will naturally face Christian leaders. 

On this subject we shall quote from the above- 
named pamphlet. 


“Qualifications and Preparation for Missionary Service” 


“Christians everywhere realize that the missionary 
enterprise is an actually successful solution for world 


problems and that America’s human contribution to that 
enterprise must be of the best which she possesses, spir- 
itually, educationally, physically and socially. 


“(1) Spiritually—Some necessary qualifications for 
the present-day missionary may differ from those of the 
missionary of a century ago but the basic missionary 
motive has been the same since the days of the apostle 
Paul. That motive is a conviction bearing fruit in a 
determination; a conviction that Jesus Christ alone is 
the Saviour of men. This leads to a loving determina- 
tion to do one’s utmost to make Him known to all men 
as soon as possible. No desire for adventure, no al- 
truistic purpose to pass on our Christian civilization to 
less fortunate nations, can take the place of this primary 
qualification. Along with it should go a fully developed 
spiritual life in the missionary candidate and an assur- 
ance from personal experience that Christ can redeem 
human life. 


“(2) Educationally—Never have the educational 
requirements of the missionary been so high as they are 
today. With few exceptions graduates of colleges only 
are sent, or of first class normal or professional schools. 
All candidates should have some definite training in the 
Bible. Physicians now usually take an interneship of two 
years and educators should do post-graduate work. Min- 
isterial candidates, after graduation from college, must 
have a full theological course of study to be ordained. 
Missionaries cannot afford to go out with an education 
short of the very best, when university trained men and 
women are multiplying rapidly in many mission fields. 


“(3) Physically—The Missionary candidate should 
be between twenty-five and thirty years of age and must 
pass a careful physical examination. In rare cases the 
board appoints younger or older missionaries but never 
one with an evident physical weakness. In the case of 
a married couple, the inability of a wife to pass the 
physical test debars both from the appointment, since 
the wife is a regularly appointed missionary and must 
possess the same qualifications as her husband. In the 
same way a young man who does not measure up to the 
full requirements will prevent the appointment even if 
his wife is unusually well qualified. 


(4) Socially—A number of other necessary quali- 
fications of the present-day missionary might be summed 
up in the word ‘team-work.’ The period of the ‘lone-star’ 
missionary has passed and today most missionaries live 
in groups, large or small, where almost the intimacy of 
a family prevails. Those who are set in their opinions, 
are lacking in tact, are inclined to bolt, when on the 
minority side of the vote, or are deficient in a sense of 
humor, may feel sure God intends them to work at 
home, if they cannot let Him overcome these traits. The 
ideal missionary must be able to get along with diplo- 
matic and commercial fellow-residents and with the 
ruler and officials of his adopted country. He must also 
win the love and respect of a critical national church, 
which is the hardest test of all, Only cultured, Christ- 


ian gentlemen and gentlewomen can qualify in all these 
respects.”

NOTES FROM OUR WORK IN INDIA 
The College in Guntur, A Hum of Busy Activity 


“Our college in Guntur is in a very flourishing 
condition. While the government is still delaying a 
decision on the final adjustment of university centers in 
the Andhra country, and while our mission is waiting 
for that decision to determine our final establishment of 
the Andhra United Christian College, we have gone 
ahead with development of our present plant in Guntur. 

“One year ago with the approval of the university, 
our old second grade college was raised to the rank of 
first grade and we admitted our first class of candidates 
for the A. B. degree. ; 

“The college is a hum of busy activity. The school 
day begins at ten in the morning with an assembly of 
all the students of college hall. Prayer, a short talk on 
some religious subject by one of the lecturers, then a 
minute of silence, and the eager seekers for an academic 
degree disperse for a period of Bible instruction. Classes 
continue until five in the evening with an hour’s inter- 
_ val for the mid-day meal. The Indian love of argument 
and debate is satisfied in the weekly literary society 
meetings where such questions are discussed as ‘Female 
Education; Is it Advisable or Not?’ ‘The Dowry System 
in Marriage; Should It be Abolished?’ ‘Should Indian 
Students Go Abroad for Education?’ Then can be heard 
the voice of ancient and modern India, with words and 
words, and then more words, and with no shadow of a 
possibility of approaching the reputation of Shakespeare 
for never repeating himself. 

“After five in the afternoon the various sports make 
a ‘pretty splash’ of activity on the college compound.”

Student Management of Heyer Hall 


“Last year I was appointed by Dr. Strock as the 
Prefect of Heyer Hall. In our hostel we do not have 
a warden. This is a self-managed hostel and the stu- 
dents themselves make every purchasing. The prefect 
is responsible for the mess account, conducts morning 
devotions in the absence of the superintendent and looks 
after the smooth running of the hostel.”

The Religious and Spiritual Life of Students Well 
Cared for, According to Student A. Joseph 

“The religious and spiritual life of Christian youth is 
well taken care of, and this fact can be realized by the 
following:—Every Friday about half an hour before 
the commencement of college both the teachers and 
students meet for the purpose of having a short worship 
of God; and on every Thursday afternoon before the 
evening session begins there takes place what is called 
the ‘Prayer Band Meeting’ in which prayers for the 
students, both Christian and non-Christian, all the world 
over, are offered. Again every Friday night we have 
_what is called the ‘Christian Students’ Christian Union,’ 
the objects of which are to put into the students a desire 
for developing spiritual life, and so prepare the youth 
for the service of God. So, on Sundays the members 
of the Union, who are divided for the sake of conveni- 
ence go out to carry out the object of the Union. Some 
go out to preach the Gospel, some on social service in 
visiting the sick in hospitals, some take an active part 


in Sunday Schools as teachers, and all regularly and 
systematically take active part in the ‘Bible Circles’ 
held on every Sunday in the Heyer Hall, the college 
Christian hostel, and they are intended for a close and 
comparative study of the Word of God.”

Dr. Strock Compliments the Faculty 


“T want to call your special attention to the Staff. 
In the Department of English, all are Christians; the 
same is true of the Departments of History, Political 
Science, Economics, Philosophy and Psychology; in the 
departments of Mathematics only Mr. Rajahbhushanam 
is a Christian; in the Department of Physics, Mr. Laza- 
rus is the only Christian; in the Department of Chem- 
istry, Telugu, Sanskrit, and Urdu, there is no Christian; 
the Physical Director, the Librarians and all of the 
members of the office staff are Christians. The follow- 
ing men on the staff besides Mr. Fielder and myself 
are Lutherans:—Mr. Moses, Mr. Luther, Mr. Anatam, 
Mr. Abraham, Mr. Satyanandam, Mr. James Henry and 
Library and office staffs. 

“The rest of the Christians are chiefly Church of 
England men or Wesleyans. At the present time we 
have six of our Lutheran men who are pursuing Post 
Graduate studies. One of them is at the University of 
Caicutta and the others are studying for the M. A. 
Degree at the Madras Christian College under the Uni- 
versity of Madras. We hope that sooner or later, some 
of these men will be on our faculty.” 


Dr. Strock Tells of the Visits of Dr. Stanley Jones 
and Mr. Hickling 

““About two months ago Dr. Stanley Jones, the 
author of the book entitled “Christ of the Indian Road,” 
was here with us for five days. He gave three ad- 
dresses in our chapel services and five addresses in the 
college hall, one each evening. The addresses were all 
in English and so, of course, only the educated people 
could come; everybody seemed to enjoy his addresses 
very much and many of the students were greatly in- 
terested in what he had to say. This week we are having 
Mr. Hickling of the London Mission with us for a 
kind of musical address on the Message of the Gospel. 
He knows Telugu very well and so is able to perform 
even with the difficult task of actually singing the Gos- 
pel in Telugu. Our work along religious lines in the 
college is going on as usual. We have a 15 minute 
talk on some religious or moral subject four mornings 
of the week at chapel and then we have regular Bible 
classes for all of the boys in the college three times 
a week in addition to the work which is done in the 
chapel and in the class rooms.” 


The College Necessary for Our Church in India 

“We feel strongly that this College is’ just as neces- 
sary for our Chutch here in India as any one of our de- 
nominational colleges is for the progress of our Church 
at home. In addition, however, to this work that we 
are doing for our Christian young men we are also 
carrying on a really evangelistic work in bringing the 
Message of the Gospel to hundreds of young men who 
are still in the formative period of their lives. Some 
time ago in our Mission Council meeting one of our 
district missionaries gave a very interesting testimony 
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as to the benefit of our having Christian colleges in 
moulding the character and levelling influence. He gave 
several instances of where he had had experiences which 
proved to him that his evangelistic work in the villages 
and also his work along economical lines with the 
Christians was made easier because of the contacts 
that he had with a number of men who had previously 
studied in Christian colleges.” 
College Athletics 


“Perhaps I ought to add something about our stu- 
dent activities as you may wish to mention them in 
your programme. This year our foot-ball season ended 
rather disastrously as in the most important game of 
the year the Government Arts College, Rajahmundry, 
proved successful. The same was the case in hockey 
also. We had a Triangular Debate a short time ago 
with the P. R. College, Cocanada, the Government Arts 
College and our Guntur College as the three participants. 
In this debate we lost once more to Rajahmundry. The 
only satisfaction was in coming out second. We had 
hoped to be successful in this’ debate but our hopes 
proved all in vain. This last week the College conducted 
a base ball tournament and also a Track and Field Meet 
as well as a Debate for the High Schools of the Dis- 
trict and the Middle and Higher Elementary schools 
and the Lower Secondary Departments of our Mission. 
The Middle school, Rentichintala was successful in the 
base ball tournament and the Narsarowpet Mission 
Higher Elementary School was successful in the Track 
and Field Meet. Just now a Badminton tournament is 
in progress; badminton as played here in India is simi- 
lar to Tennis but it is played with a small wool ball 
which must be vollied; the net is 5 feet high and there 
are five players on a side. The Indian boys like this 
game very much. We have been in a tennis tournament 
with the P. R. College and the Government Arts College, 
Rajahmundry. We defeated the Government Arts Col- 
lege team, but the tournament was not finished on ac- 
count of heavy rains. There is one singles match to be 
played which we must win in order to get the cup. 
The final round stands two matches to two between 


Cocanada and ourselves.”

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A LUTHER LEAGUE IN LIBERIA, AFRICA 
By Miriam Treon Miller 


A Luther League has been organized by Rev. F. H. 
Bloch, pastor of the Reed Memorial Church at Muhlen- 
berg Station, Liberia, Africa. The following paragraphs 
are quoted from the Bulletin of the congregation: 

“The new League organization is going along very 
nicely and the young folks seem interested. The first 
meeting was led by our President, Mr. Kellogg. He 
chose for his subject “Sin” and the discussion proved 
very helpful. On account of the high water our next 
meeting was held in the Girls’ School Chapel but in 
spite of this handicap it perhaps was the most interest- 
ing, for the subject was “Mohammedanism.” Miss 
Margaret Stewart was the leader and the discussion 
was so arranged as to generate much thought on the 
part of all. Miss Dysinger gave a brief synopsis of the 
prophet’s life and a short review of the Koran, bringing 
out the contrast between the sinful life of Mohammed 
and the pure life of Christ and the holy writing of the 
Bible and the man-made doctrines of the Koran. Other 
facts brought out were that Mohammedanism brings 
with it slavery, polygamy and hypocrisy, and it has no 
Saviour to offer. Mr. Stewart gave several apt illustra- 
tions of his experience with Mohammedans in the inter- 
ior and finally ended with the statement that they, too, 
may be won for the Master, here where the Three 
Great Religions meet—Heathenism, Mohammedanism 
and Christianity.” 

“Some mighty fine reports have come to us regard- 
ing the work of the League across the river. Besides 
their helpful discussion each Sunday evening, they are 
carrying on an evangelistic program among the towns 
of the community. Isn’t that a fine suggestion for us, 
fellow Leaguers? The Hospital too is crowded with 
sick who would appreciate our visits, prayers, and 
flowers.” 

We are very grateful for the work that is being 
done among the people of our settlements, for from 
these settlements, more than from the Interior will come 
the leaders of the country. And how important it is 
that they shall be well trained Christian leaders so that 
they, indeed, may lead their people from the darkness of 
night to the light of the noon day. 

Pray that our Father in Heaven may bless Rev. 
Bloch in his work and give him health and strength to 
“carry on,” so that souls may be strengthened and saved 
for eternal life.

The Guntur Synod has under the Presidency of Rev. 
C. R. Gopal, B.D., passed the following Resolutions: 

1. “That the following organizations be recognized 
by the Synod as Societies auxiliary to the Church, viz. 

a. The Lutheran Brotherhood for men. 

b. The Lutheran women’s Samaj for women. 
c. The Luther League for young people. 
d. The Junior Luther League for children. 

2. “That Missionaries, Pastors and the Church Coun- 
cils be requested to change as rapidly as feasible the 
names of existing Societies which bear names different 
from those used in the above resolution. 

3. “With a view to uniformity in practice that the 
above resolution be submitted to the Lutheran bodies for 


favorable consideration and adoption in their Synods and 
Churches.

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THE JEWS: A PROBLEM IN RACE RELATIONS 
By Paul. I: Morentz 


; In cheerful response to the request of the Editor, Pastor Morentz 
writes on a practical problem every American must face. 


I—The Problem Stated 


Modern Anti-semites may flatter themselves into 
thinking that they have discovered a new menace in the 
world’s society of nations, but the Jews are the most 
ancient disturbers to people who look for scape-goats to 
carry the brunt of their own failures and shortcomings. 
As far back as three hundred years before the Christian 
era, an outstanding Anti-semite thus stated the problem 
which is even today not far removed from the truth.— 
“There is a certain people scattered abroad and dis- 
persed among the peoples in all the provinces of thy 
kingdom, and their laws are diverse from those of 
every people.” Esther 3:8. In our more exact and 
scientific age we can state the problem with a bit 
more definiteness. 


1—The Jew is an economic problem. What ever be 
the reason or reasons for it, the outstanding fact is 
that the Jews are overwhelmingly engaged in trade and 
commerce. In countries where industrial education is 
not as universal as in the United States the Jews appear 
to own everything. In the United States the Jews ap- 
pear to control a larger share in the industries of the 
country than would be expected of a people that make 
up less than four per cent of the country’s population. 


2—The Jew is a spiritual problem. Without ques- 
tioning the rights and privileges of a minority in mat- 
ters of religion and morals it can be stated as a fact 
that four million people who exercise the power and 
influence as do the Jews are bound to present a problem 
to a country which attempts to be even nominally 
Christian. 


II—An Attempted Solution 


1—By applying to it the spirit of America, freedom 
and tolerance. Persecution, aside from its inherent 
wrong, has proven a futile weapon when applied to 
the Jews. Liberality, equality, and social justice can 
alone bring about that natural assimilation necessary 
and desirable. 


2—Economic competition. If there is any country 
in the world that can compete with the Jew on equal 
terms it is the country in which we live. Honest com- 
petition and strict enforcement of industrial laws can 
alone discourage unrighteous monopolies and equalize 
industrial opportunities. No greater kindness can be 
shown to the Jews than to force them through fair 
competition to stretch out a bit both in the distribution 
of population and in the engagement in a greater variety 
of labor and industry. 


Through the Christ-spirit which alone can solve all 
race problems. If our claim of religious and*moral su- 
__periority is really based on fact and not merely on 
pious wishes, fifty million Christians ought to be able 
to absorb four million Jews not so minded. Of course 
we must make allowance for the. great mass of nominal 
Christians who are no more Christians in spirit than 
the Jews are. But even if one fourth of that number 
would be actuated by the spirit of Jesus in the solution 
of race problems there would be no Jewish Problem. 
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FINE STUDENT WORK 


Miss E. Heath Stickley, of Stevens City, Va., has 
worked out the following twelve-suggestion program for 
the Virginia Leagues having members away at school. 
Educational Secretaries all over the Luther League of 
America would do well to try them. 


1. Have letters of greeting awaiting the student upon 
his arrival at school after each holiday (this has been 
effectively used by one local Educational Secretary.) 

2, Especially remember birthdays by card or gift, 
such as candy (make it plain that it is sent by the 
League.) 

3. Send at least one box of candy or fruit while away 
(from the Luther League.) 

4. Cards may be sent on holidays. 

5. Send a Lenten Meditation Leaflet or any devotion- 
al leaflet which can be secured (get these from the United 
Lutheran Publication House, 1228-34 Spruce Street, 
Philadelphia). 

6. Have one book read by those away (place names 
and addresses of all who are to read the book. on fly- 
leaf, and request that the book be mailed in rotation). 
“Guide Posts to Life Work,’ by Wallace B. Fleming 
(this may be secured from the U. L. C. Publication 
House) would be a splendid book. 

7. If your League uses a Prayer List, has special 
objectives planned, or other literature of special interest, 
keep these before your absent members. 

8. Have an Absent-Member Program. This may 
be carried out.as follows: Appoint an Absent-Member 
Leader and a Home Leader—the Absent-Member Lead- 
er preparing the program and assigning all parts to 
absent members (a list of names and addresses being 
sent him), You should also prepare a poster announcing 
this program. 

9. Have all absent members write the League a let- 
ter, to be read at a regular Devotional Meeting. 

10. Invite all out-of-town Lutheran students in the 
various schools in your town to Sunday School, Church, 
and to the League Devotional Meetings and Socials 
(try to have a special social for them). If at all pos- 
sible, give personal invitations, if not, a written one. 

11. Before your college students leave, and on their 
return, have them give a program or take part in one. 
Also give a reception for them on either occasion. 

12. Prepare a list of all Lutheran students in your 
local High School. You will please send this list to me 
as soon as possible, so that I may forward it to our 
Lutheran Colleges in Virginia. 

After using the above-mentioned methods, let us 
not think that our work is finished. The greatest service 
which we can render, and the one which I would par- 
ticularly stress, is prayer—‘“pray without ceasing.” That 
your absent members may become stronger and more 
loyal members of the Luther League, and that they 
may enter into the joy of Christ’s Kingdom.

Topic Digest 
A Fair Question 


Jesus never told his followers they would be “Car- 
ried to the skies on flowery beds of ease”. Quite to 
the contrary, He pictured His way as demanding 
bravery. A lot of the folks who shouted for Him so 
lustily on Palm Sunday has not counted the cost of 
discipleship. So when the test came with the arrest, 
and trials of Jesus, they lost their courage. They 
became “afraid of them that kill the body” and left 
Jesus to face death alone. It is a fair question to ask, 
what is going to happen to me if I choose to make 
Christ first in my life? 


Sacrifice 


Our late friend, Katherine Scherer Cronk once re- 
ported Dr. Anna Kugler’s furlough impression of 
America. She noted with sorrow the low meaning 
given the word sacrifice. ‘It is no wonder for in India 
to become a Christian means for many a boy and girl, 
the entire severing of family relations. Even a funeral 
may be held in their old home and they mourned as 
though they were dead. If Christianity meant that to 
us would we dare to confess Him? A tablet was re- 
cently unveiled to thirty-two Lutheran pastors who 
gave their lives in the Baltic states rather than deny 
their faith before the guns of “Red” atheists. This 
martyrdom came in 1919, less than ten years ago. How 
would our courage stand that test? 


Other Tests 


It is easier to die for one’s faith than to live for it. 
Calvary was unspeakably awful, but to remain loving as 
Jesus did, in the presence of man’s ingratitude, to go on 
supremely above the low and selfish interests of the 
world as Jesus did, offered a greater test than. Calvary. 
He could carry the sins of the world on the cross be- 
cause He had been untouched by sin all His dear life. 

To follow Christ for some lad might mean the loss 
of a game, or failure in an examination. A Christian 
cannot afford to cheat. For some girl it might mean 
unpopularity. A Christian can not afford to permit 
liberties just to attract young men. Perhaps following 
Christ will mean the loss of an election, or failure in 
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business, or self-control when one’s whole being cries 
out for vengeance. For Stanley Jones, author of “The 
Christ of the Indian Road” it meant giving up the law 
for the life of a missionary. To quote from his “Christ 
at the Round Table”: “But this deeper experience did 
not end in itself. It was immediately followed by the 
conviction that the study of law was to be dropped and 
that the ministry was to be my life-work. I gladly 
assented. There was no struggle—none for me, but my 
mother’s first exclamation was ‘What! a poor Metho- 
dist preacher?’ She was willing for me to be converted, 
but not too far!” It not only costs us a price but 
our friends and loved one’s share in the sacrifice. It 
should also be notea in fairness to Mrs, Jones, that she 
later gave whole-hearted assent to, her son’s Christ- 
given ambition. 
Compensations, Too 

To quote from Stanley Jones again “Life with 
Christ is a beautiful adventure. It doesn’t take much 
of a man to be a Christian, but it takes all there is of 
him. But then, we get all there is of Christ.” Those 
who dare to shout ‘“Hosanna to the Son of David” and 
make their confession the expression of their complete 
inner attachment to Christ, whether Christ means a 
cross or a crown, have found the key to happiness. 

How meaningless life is to so many young folks. 
Is it really worth living, they ask themselves? How 
bored they become with the pursuit of selfish interests. 
J. Philip Stokes, son of a millionaire turned from society 
to settlement work. “This is the most interesting life 
I have ever lived. It is deep, whole-souled enjoyment 
from beginning to end’. Dana, famous editor of the 
N. Y. Sun, when his wealthy friends expressed pity 
for his hard “grind”, answered, “You were never more 
mistaken. My work is nothing but fun”. A young 
woman home from a mission field on her first furlough 
said to sympathizing friends, “I think it is great fun to 
be a missionary”. Following Christ in the profession 
that offers one the best opportunity for service is real 
abiding happiness. 

Contrast with some of these testimonies the re- 
mark of another young woman who has cared for an 
invalid mother for some time in a complaining, half- 
hearted way. “My ideal of a happy life is to be al- 
lowed to sleep late. in the morning, have breakfast in 
bed, go to the theater as often as I want and have 
chicken salad and ice-cream every day for dinner’. 
And some people, multitudes of people, live for little 
more than that, “chicken salad and ice-cream”’. 

When young folks follow Christ, they are going to 
have to make all the changes in their life plans neces- 
sary for the centering of their lives in Him. But the 
things that must be given up are not to be compared 
with the joy and happiness of fellowship with Christ 
in service.. Let us dare to be followers of Christ, 
whether it means Palm Sunday or Good Friday! Easter 
is bound to come!

Topic Digest 
Universal Hope 

A hope of immortality is found at the heart of all 
the great religions of the world. Even where (Chris- 
tianity is unknown, the deepest thinkers agree in this 
hope. Their reasons for this belief fall naturally into 
six groups. First, there is a sense of the soul within 
us, different than the material things we can touch, or 
see, If part of us is spirit, that part will not die. Sec- 
ond, there are the hopes and aspirations that we all 
have, which never will be realized in this life. “With- 
out immortality life is a beginning without an end, a 
question without an answer, the merest outline, a torso, 
a fragment, a race without a goal, a battle without a 
victory. 

Third, we see how life changes from one form to 
another in nature. The seed seems to die, but the plant 
continues its life. The worm seems to die, but the 
butterfly continues its life. It is fair to conclude that 
man too is immortal. Fourth, a sense of justice demands 
that some time, somewhere virtue should be rewarded 
and evil punished. We see the opposite often true in 
this life. There must be, we conclude, another life 
where the soul receives its due. Fifth, a large part of 
humanity believes that it can commune with God to 
some degree at least. Prayer is a universal custom. 
Then there ought to be a place of more perfect com- 
munion some time, somewhere. Sixth, The very fact 
that all the world has the idea of immortality demands 
the answer to the question, where did this idea origi- 
nate? It must come from God and it must be truth. 

A great many of the folks who express a belief in 
immortality base their faith on such reasons as have 
been stated. A belief in immortality, then, is no final 
proof of one’s Christianity. In far too many cases a 
belief in immortality is little more than a sentimental 
wish. Christ is left out of the calculation entirely. 

If 

Read the scripture lesson once more. (Read I Cor. 
15:16-23) Notice the “Ifs’”. Our faith, our forgive- 
ness, our resurrection all depend on Christ. Vague 
hopes, sentimental wishes for immortality, change to 
glorious certainty in the Easter Gospel. We share the 
confident assurance of the One who declared “I am the 
resurrection and the life.” Rob humanity of the fact 
of the resurrection and life becomes a grim race with 
death. Accept the simple statements of God’s Word 
and we may say with Paul “To live is Christ and to die 
is gain”. 

An Easter Story 

In a large public assembly hall in Moscow a public 
lecture was given by Comrade Lunatscharsky, the Bol- 
shevist commissary for Popular Education, attacking the 
“obsolete faith.” This faith, he said, was a product of 
the capitalist class, but was now completely overthrown: 
its nullity was easy to prove. 

The address seemed successful, and the lecturer was 
so pleased with his own eloquence that, feeling complete 
confidence in himself, he brought it to an end by in- 
viting a discussion of his theme, but with the stipulation — 
that no speaker was to occupy more than five minutes. 
Any one who wished to address the meeting was to 
give him his name.

The use of the tongue sets man apart from the 
beasts of the field and fowls of the air. Speech is an 
evidence of thought. Our scripture lesson notes the 
relation of speech to the inner life. We may guard our 
speech to a certain point, so that our real selves will re- 
main unrevealed, but sooner or later our guard will 
fail and our inner life will be revealed. The surest way 
to cure cheap talk is to cure cheap thinking. All men 
talk. All men reveal their thoughts by talking. Uni- 
“versally, cheap talk marks the expression of men’s 
thoughts. Universally, men need to be directed to 
worth-while thinking. 

Expression also Educates 

While the tongue does reveal the soul, there is 
also a reaction of our speech upon our souls. Care 
over our language will aid us to think right. If we 
have a grudge against some one who has injured us, 
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we will not overcome our hate so long as we tell every- 
body we meet how our neighbor has wronged us. 
When a wound is fresh and hurting us it is very hard 
to keep from talking about it. It is a standing joke 
(to everybody else) that any one who has had an op- 
eration will bore friends and neighbors with the lurid 
details. It is no joke to the physicians, for they know 
that continual talking about illness robs the body of 
the power of resistance to disease. So with talking 
about our troubles. The control of the tongue will not 
prove a cure-all for disease or trial, but in a large per- 
centage of cases, it will be a vast aid for a return to 
normality, 
For Destruction 
St. James calls the tongue “a fire.” The tongue is 
the instrument for more awful devastation in our com- 
munity than any fire. Think what the malicious tongue 
will do. A bit of gossip whispered and neighbor is 
set against neighbor or an otherwise happy home is 
broken by misunderstanding. Think of the fruits of 
angry speech. Life-time friendships forever riven! 
Then the thoughtless words that hurt those we do 
not intend to harm. What a lot of damage those over 
frank folks do, who pride themselves on “Saying just 
what they think.” Wesley was preaching on the buried 
talent on one occasion. After service a man came up 
to him and with evident pride said “I am a plain 
speaker, sir, I always say right out what I think.” Wes- 
ley replied “That, my friend, is one talent the Lord 
would be willing for you to bury.” Just a match 
thrown by the side of the road and whole mountain 
sides of forests are a blackened waste for generations. 
“Behold how great a wood is kindled by how small a 
fire,” 
For Construction 

A bit of wood, like a tooth-pick, chemically treated 
on one end, a little kindling, and a great factory is 
humming with running machines. A word just in 
time may change a whole life. Because the tongue can 
be such a power for good; we should be the more care- 
ful about slang and cheap talk. Even if such a use 
of the tongue may not seem so very sinful, we must 
remember that while we are talking lightly, we may 
miss the God-given opportunity to say the thing that 
some one needs. 


A Sure Rule 

We will never go far wrong if we speak of Christ. 
How “modest” we are about our religion! A girl who 
was thanking the nurses at a hospital after a serious 
operation said “Mother will never hear the last of this.” 
If we really appreciate what Christ has done for us, 
“Our friends will never hear the last of it.’ It is a 
good rule we have been suggesting, to control the 
tongue. But that is a negative rule and Christianity is 
a positive religion. The best and surest rule is to 
have so much to say about worthwhile things, especially 
about Christ and His kingdom, that no time is left for 
cheap talk. Will we try this rule? ”

Anywhere with Him 
Henry Van Dyke has beautifully written: 
“Let me but do my work from day to day, 
In field or forest, at the desk or loom, 
In roaring market-place or tranquil room; 
Let me but find it in my heart to say, 
When vagrant wishes beckon me astray, 
‘This is my work; my blessing, not my doom: 
Of all who live, I am the one by whom 
This work may be done in my own way.’ 


Then shall I see ’tis not too great, nor small 
To suit my spirit and to prove my powers; 
Then shall I cheerful greet the laboring hours, 
And cheerful turn, when the long shadows’ fall 
At eventide, to play and love and rest 
Because I know for me my work is best.” 


Certainly in the sight of God there is no distinction 
between professions or callings. Spurgeon was once 
asked by a young man whether he had better enter the 
ministry and was surprised by this answer, “Not if 
you can avoid doing so.” If we first give ourselves to 
Christ and then try with all our hearts to find out 
where we can best serve Him, we will discover our 
calling. 

The Ministry 

God does call many to full time service in His 
Church. This does not make them a spiritual aris- 
tocracy, but it does provide for the care of men’s souls 
by a specially trained ministry. They are trained to 
teach and preach the Word. They are free from the 
cares of self support, that they may direct their con- 
gregation to effective Christian service. They offer 
God’s grace in the sacraments, bringing forgiveness of 
sins and life everlasting. They go in and out of homes 
of sorrow and mourning with new assurances of God’s 
love. To them come the youth of the Church, and 
their fathers and mothers as well, for encouragement 
and counsel. They share the laughter and the tears 
of their people, in some measures as Jesus shared the 
laughter and tears of the apostles or the home at 
Bethany. 

Who Calls? 

Of course it is God Who calls them? But He 
speaks through the voice of His people as well as di- 
rectly to the heart. In our Lutheran Synods no young 
man will be ordained without a call from a congrega- 
tion. His fellow Christians band themselves together 
to support him in his calling and to follow his leader- 
ship in the path of service. He will not be unreason- 
able in His demands upon them. They must not be 
niggardly in their treatment of Him. It is a partnership 
of three. Each plays fair with the others, if the part- 
nership is to be a success. God, the senior partner 
will always do His part. What of the junior partners? 


Are they critical of each other? Is the pastor 
too young and gay or too old and slow? Does the 
pastors wife dress too well or too dowdy? Does the 
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pastor call too much or too little? Does he preach too 
long or too short sermons? Does he spend too much 
time in the work of the community or of the Church at 
large, or does he refuse to bring credit upon his Church 
by taking a prominent place in outside activities? Is he 
too strict or too lenient? God have mercy on the con- 
gregation that pesters the joy out of a pastor’s life by 
its constant fault finding. 
It Works Both Ways 

What about the pastor’s criticism of the congrega- 
tion? Are they stingy? Do they have time for every- 
thing else excepting the Church? MHaven’t they raised 
the salary one dollar in five years? Are there no 
leaders and does the pastor have to do it all? Do they 
expect the impossible, a $3000 man for $1500, or a 
$10,000 man for $4000? How easy it becomes to spoil 
the sense of good fellowship between pastor and people 
by permitting the critical attitude to root itself and 
grow. Any partnership would go to the wall if the 
members of the firm stopped trusting each other. Many 
a Church has failed because of this same reason. 


True Support for True Service 

A pastor before entering a new pulpit for the first 
sermon of his pastorate felt the natural nervous hesi- 
tancy that comes to modest, sincere folks on such occa- 
sions. There was a bouquet of flowers on the table in 
the vestry and in it was a card. He read “From friends 
in your congregation who are praying for you this 
morning.” New confidence came flooding into his heart 
and he entered the chancel full of the assurance of 
God’s presence. Providing a salary is only an incident 
in support. By prayer, by good comradeship, by will- 
ingness to serve, the congregation makes possible a 
truly successful pastorate. For this kind of support 
any pastor, worthy of his calling, will give his best. 


“Press on, press on, nor doubt nor fear; 
From age to age this voice shall cheer: 
Whate’er may die or be forgot, 
Work done for God, it dieth not.” 


It is God’s work. Our share is our best!

ANDHRA CHRISTIAN COLLEGE 
Program 

Leader: In 1925 there came a call to the United 
Lutheran Church in America from South India. In a 
community of 600,000 Protestant Christians there was 
no college of standard grade for men. Young men of 
Christian families destined to be leaders among their 
people had no opportunity to continuing their educa- 
tion under Christian influence. Other denominations 
said to the Lutherans, “The success of your mission 
work in India, both educational and medical is well 
known. If you will build the college that all of us so 
greatly need, we will contribute in gifts and men. The 
State offered encouragement and such help as was in 
its power. “To establish a Christian: college’ at the 
centre of a rapidly growing community in India, to 
be the controlling factor in the only Christian college 
in which all denominations unite for a vast consti- 
tuency; to make a great contribution to every phase of 
the social, political, economic and religious life of new 
India”—thus the challenge came to America, and splen- 
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did was the response which came from the Luther 
League of America. Every state has had a share in 
answering the challenge’ In the great work a central 
task was assumed by the Luther League of America— 
the Administration Building, the source and fountain 
of its inspiration and training which flowing through the 
class rooms and dormitories will fill the land with the 
power of the truth. The $25,000 for which the Luther 
League was asked grew to $32,000.00. Gifts of love 
and sacrifice were made. Luther Leaguers, everywhere, 
wanted shares in this new work—those who had been 
Luther Leaguers for many years and those whose 
terms of service had not been so long. Seniors, Inter- 
mediates and Juniors united in answering the challenge. 

Our investment in Andhra Christian College is a 
gilt-edge investment only as it reaches the lives of the 
youth of India. The buildings may be magnificent, but 
magnificent buildings bring no returns except as they 
are a means to reaching an end. We are eager to know 
something of the young men who are students in our 
college in India. A number of these students have 
written to the Luther League of America. These let- 
ters which make the large part of our program give us 
an insight into the lives of the young men who are 
being reached. We can not think of Andhra without 
thinking of Dr. Strock. It was he who first told us 
of Andhra. Our first letter is from Dr. Strock himself. 
We can give only parts of all of these letters. 

To be read: Dr. Strock writes “We think that the 
achievement of the Luther League is one of the finest 
things that our Church has done in years. We have 
just heard of the very splendid rally that was put on 
at Salisbury in connection with the presentation of 
checks for Andhra. Christian College. * * * Our 
present enrollment is 606 in the four college classes. 
Please try to make people realize that we have a 
standard four years’ course just like our Lutheran col- 
leges in America. I really feel that our standards are 
just about as high as the standards of colleges in 
America. And since all of our college students must 
pass examinations that are not given by their college 
professors, but by outside examiners, I feel that per- 
haps more honest work is done by the professors and 
the boys than is generally the case in our colleges in 
America. We have the final B. A. comprehensive ex- 
aminations at the end of the four years’ course. 

“IT wonder whether it might be well for you to 
point out what we tried to emphasize constantly in 
our addresses in America, that our first aim in our 
college here is to prepare a number of our Christian 
young men who will be able to assume positions of 
consecrated leadership.” 

Leader: The next letter is from an honor student 
in the college. There is written on his college record: 
“One of the best boys of the class, and a good all 
round student.” He takes part in all of the activities 
of the college, is a member of the Athletic Associa- 
tion. He also takes part in inter-society and inter-college 
“debates and is a University Students’ Union member. 

To be read: This student writes: “I was sitting 
alone on the bank of a river. The sun was just sink- 
ing. I began to single out something in which I could 
glory. Family, education, and future loomed large 
in front of me. They soon disappeared from the 
horizon of my thought as did the sun. As the dark- 
ness deepened the gloom in my heart increased. But 
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there suddenly came the strain, ‘In the cross of Christ 
I glory’, and in the second moment I was singing the 
song as I never did before. 

“A man called Varma was lecturing in Ongole. 
His topic was ‘Christ a Myth’ or the ‘Historicity of 
Christ.’ He so cunningly, but so cleverly, presented 
his arraignment that the audience was carried away 
by him. ‘Will you give up Jesus?’ the question arose 
in my heart. Tears stood in my eyes, and I answered, 
“How could I give up my Christ who has been a reality 
all these years? My acquaintances with the Christ of 
history is little; the Christ of the future is one whom 
I have yet to study; but the Christ of my heart is a 
reality and is mine own. Varma or no Varma, history 
or no history, Christ is mine and I am His’.” 

Leader: Letters like this one make us know that 
our investment in Andhra Christian College is a gilt- 
edge investment. It is a joy to us to know that we are 
helping young men like this one to secure a Christian 
education. This same student writes articles for our 
Lutheran periodicals, leads a Bible Study Circle, and 
is vice-president of the College Christian Union. Our 
next letter is from a young man who is grateful for 
the opportunities which have been given him. 

To be Read: Student No. 2 writes: “Had it not 
been for the institutions of the mission I would have 
undergone many hardships toward education. The 
mission has taken the place of father and mother and 
educated me.’ The promise of God that He would not 
leave the fatherless and the widows helpless had been 
performed to me through the Foreign Mission Board of 
America. I feel very grateful for the mission. As I 
have been brought up as a child of the United Lutheran 
Church Mission, I consider it my duty to serve her to 
my utmost ability as a dutiful and obedient child. I 
have no aim for the future except that which the mission 
shows me. I leave it to the entire will and pleasure of 
the mission. The college abounds with many-sided 
activities, social, religious, secular, and physical. There 
are literary societies, the: University Students’ Union, 
The College Christian Students’ Union. Before I close 
this, I’d like to give you a few interesting aspects of this 
place and the scope of developing the place into a strong 
center of religious educational activities. Guntur is a 
place of commerical interest, carrying trade with other 
countries in tobacco, ground nuts, cotton, and chillies. 
Its importance will be still increased by the opening of a 
new railway line to Manchuria. Our college with its vast 
buildings and solid Bible study, and a large number of 
students of all castes and creeds is playing an important 
part in the social and moral development of the Indian 
youth. I trust our college continues to run on the same 
lines of life and light as it is under the able and efficient 
management and guidance of Dr. Strock. It will form a 
nucleus for the propagation of the Gospel and the social 
uplift of the ignorant masses.” 

Leader: We regret that we can give only extracts 
from the letters which have been written by the students 
of India. The writer of the next letter is a young man 
of twenty-three years. It is interesting to note that all 
of these letters have been written by the students them- 
selves—not written by them in their native language and 
translated into English; but actually written by them 
with neat, legible writing. 

To be Read: Student No. 3 writes: “Though we are 
far away, and though many oceans roar between your 
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land and the land I am living on, yet it is a mysterious 
miracle to note that the act of writing brings you and 
me together. * * * As I am given to understand 
that you are interested to know about me, may I bring 
to your knowledge that the 30th of May, 1904, saw my 
birth and heard my first cry in the world. * * * My 
father and mother are keeping good health. Years back 
when nobody dared to go and work in those taluks, it 
was my father who with all his vigour and earnestness 
said, ‘Lo, here I am, send me.’ From 1892 until 1926 
he worked in the taluks. It is not boasting to say that 
the labors of my parents have done a great deal in that 
uncivilized area. There were no preachers to start with. 
My parents educated some people to the knowledge of 
reading and understanding of the Scriptures and used 
them as preachers to whom there are many living facts 
up to now. * * * In this connection I have to draw 
your attention to the singular opportunity I had in my 
High School Course. Christian teachers being very few, 
there was only one Christian teacher under whom I 
studied. I think every student, if he is a sane one, will 
give due honor to one or two teachers who have enabled 
him to become what he becomes. In my case, I owe 
everything to the one who framed my character, gave 
me an enlightened view of the world, and it was he who 
made me what I am at present.” 

“In India there are many boys and girls to be 
educated, but few funds on hand. And the mission has 
undertaken to help those that help themselves. * * * 
I am in Senior B. A. class, and after four months I will 
sit for final examination. If all be well, my aim is to take 
up post graduate courses in History and Economics.” 

To Be Read: The last letter says: “One remarkable 
feature in the history of my mission between the years 
1911-1920 was that no Christian student was declared 
eligible into the college class. To retrieve this defect 
Mr. Strock (whose abilities his mother country justly 
measured and recognized in sending him for the third 
time not as Mister but as Doctor) took charge of the 
High School boys. I was then in the seniormost class 
in the High School. Dr. Strock immediately opened a 
hostel for the high school students. As there was no 
accommodation in the initial stages of the hostel, he 
freely offered the verandas of his house to us, where we 
did sleep and study. He supervised our studies. I can 
not commit the crime of omitting the labor and atten- 
tion he bestowed upon us, Without a warden he man- 
aged the hostel of about forty students. In the class, in 


THE INTERMEDIATE DEPARTMENT 


Dear Intermediate Superintendents: 

February 11, 1928, marks a new day for the Inter- 
mediate Luther League. The Department’s first national 
institute was held then, with twenty-seven workers pre- 
sent. The projected institute program, sent out to all 
superintendents in advance, received careful and thorough 
attention. A healthy atmosphere dominated the meet- 
ing and everybody went back to their respective fields 
enthusiastic for our work, and more determined than ever 
before to promote it. 

Among other things accomplished the Sixteen 
Point Program received unanimous endorsement after 
undergoing a minute scrutiny. Already the New York 
State Intermediates, with 47 registered Leagues, and 
under the able leadership of Sister Pearl Lyerly, have 
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the play grounds, in conversations and in petitions, he 
took special care to correct our grammatical mistakes 
and made us repeat the right forms. He, himself, was 
our night watcher. He used to come with a lantern in 
his hand about five o’clock in the night with his watch 
words, ‘Everybody up!’ By dawn he would finish the 
morning prayers and make us ready for studies. To tell 
you his care for us let me relate this small instance He 
used to sleep with an alarm clock near his head. One 
night he was awakened by that clock at 3 o’clock. With 
his usual ‘Everybody up!’ he disturbed our sleep and 
conducted the morning prayers for half an hour and 
then found the time to be 3.30 A. M. He then said, 
‘Today you have more time for study.’ Accordingly we 
did study until daybreak.” 

Leader: We have heard read only short extracts 
from the students in India. It is cause for regret that 
we can not read all that these young men have to say on 
the long letters which have been received from them. 
All of the letters contain expressions of appreciation of 
the opportunities which they are having in the school 
in Guntur. Because we know that these letters are an 
index of the type of young men who are being reached 
by our educational work in India, and because all of 
them express appreciation in the name of the 606 stu- 
dents who are enrolled, we must say that our invest- 
ment in Andhra Christian College is a gilt edge one. 


“Now fixed on thee, our hopes repose, 
Andhra, dear Andhra!

WHAT IT MEANS TO JOIN THE CHURCH 
Luke 2:52; Acts 2:37-47 

Joining the Church is one thing and joining one’s 
self to the Lord through the Church is another. The 
joining business is only the beginning of an experierice 
and devotion that brings one closer and closer to one’s 
Lord. To many young people joining the Church is the 
end of religious activity. For the purpose of learning 
what is behind and beyond the mere uniting with the 
Church let us carefully study each step of the way. 

1. Preparation. A simple understanding of what 
it means to join the Church is absolutely necessary for 
~the enjoyment and development of faith after member- 
ship is acquired (Deut. 6:6-9). A study of Sunday 
School lessons and faithful attendance at catechetical 
instructions will help you. An appreciation of the fact 
that joining the Church is merely the open door leading 
into a fuller life is also helpful. But surrender of self 
to the will of God is the best form of preparation pos- 
sible (ISam. 3:1-19). Take seriously the act of pre-

paration and the fact of church membership will ever- 
more become dearer. 

2. Preaching. Acts 2:37 tells us that “When they 
heard this,” heard what? why the preaching of Peter 
and his fellow disciples, they enquired, “what shall we 
do?” By preaching alone are we aroused to action. 
Theodore Roosevelt said, “A person may not hear a 
good sermon at church. He will hear a sermon by a 
good man, who with his good wife, is engaged all the 
week in making hard lives a little easier.” It is false 
to say the Church service is for adults only and the 
Sunday School for children and youth only. Keep in 
mind that Paul is' writing to a young man when you 
read II Tim. 3:14-17. Many people say they can wor- 
ship God in a grove of trees, or by a running brook, 
just as well as ina church. But we know as a matter of 
fact that the average man does not thus worship. 

3. Participation. I will set down a few practical 
rules for ’teen age participation in the service and work 
of the church: 1, Enter the church service quietly and 
on time; 2. Refrain from all talk; 3. Offer a silent prayer 
for the pastor and for yourself that the service may be a 
blessing to you; 4. Sit in toward the middle of the pew, 
not at the end; 5. Join in the service and the singing of 
the hymns; 6. Heed the words of scripture and the 
preacher; 7. Welcome the youth who is a stranger; 8. 
Share your hymnal; 9. Tell the pastor you have been 
helped by his sermon, but never say you “enjoyed it;” 
10. The Project Pamphlet contains a mine of suggestions 
on ways to work in the church. Use it. 

4. Praying. So vital is prayer in the development 
of a well-balanced life that to try to be a Christian with- 
out it is impossible and ridiculous. One’s strongest fort 
against sin is prayer, not to mention its place in rightly 
deciding problems of Christian conduct. Behold how 
Jesus resorted to prayer, (Luke 3:21, Matt. 14:23, John 
12:27, and Matt. 26:36-42.) 

5. Pruning. Church membership is not for saints, 
but for sinners who desire to become as saints, Rom. 
1:7. This is only possible by using the Word and preach- 
ing to serve as a cleanser of all our sins, John 15:3. A 
boy or girl to sit under the preaching of God’s Word 
and not be purged of many faults and sins must surely 
have a hardened conscience, or a stubborn will, or both. 
Repentence is the only sure way toa sure cleansing. 

6. Progressing. Joining the church results in pro- 
gress if the believer wills it. The effect of Christ’s con- 
stant attendance in the synagogue is described in Luke 
2:52. If I am not a better Christian day by day it is 
because I will not to be, not a cause to be looked for 
elsewhere. 7 

7. Publishing. To be a real member of the church 
one must publish the glad tidings of salvation and share 
it with others, (Acts 2:44-46.) 

8. Praising. Whom? God, of course, Acts 2:47. 
Membership in wordly organizations gives us cause for 
telling others, even to boasting about it—why then, not 
praise the church and church’s One Foundation?

WHAT THE RESURRECTION MEANS TO ME 
I Corinthians 15:35:39 

When Jesus spoke the words recorded in John 12:32 
He was promising His disciples life after death. With 
the lifting up of Jesus, that is, His resurrection from 
the grave, assured beyond a doubt and with the Chris- 
tian faith centered in that miracle of miracles, we now 
know of a certainty that we too shall rise again. What 
this glorious fact should mean to you and me is a matter 
for earnest review on this another Easter day. 


The Promise of the Resurrection 


What Christ promised he fulfilled. He said he'd 
rise again and he did. I am sure it will pay us here 
to study, discuss and even fix in our memories the ap- 
pearances of our Lord after His resurrection. The order 
of His appearances would seem to be: On the day of 
His resurrection: 1. To Mary Magdalene (John 20:14- 
18). 2. To the women returning from the tomb with the 
angelic message (Matthew 28:8-10). 3. To Peter, prob- 
ably in the afternoon (Luke 24:34; I Corinthians 15:5). 
4. To the Emmaus disciples toward evening (Luke 
24:13-31). 5. Tio the apostles, except Thomas (Luke 24: 
36-43; John 20:19-24). Eight days afterward: To the 
apostles, Thomas being present (John 20:24-29). In 
Galilee: 1. To the seven by the Lake of Tiberias (John 
21:1-23). 2. On a mountain, to the apostles and five 
hundred brethren (I Corinthians 15:6). At Jerusalem 
and Bethany again: 1. To James (I Corinthians 15:7). 
2. To the eleven (Matthew 28:16-20). To Paul: 1. Near 
Damascus (Acts 9:3-6; I Corinthians 15:8). 2. In the 
temple (Acts 22:17-21; 23:11). To Stephen, outside Jeru- 
salem (Acts 7:55). To John on Patmos (Rev. 1:10-19). 


The resurrection on the basis of Christ’s promise 
and the fulfillment of that promise so clearly established 
above, means to me: 


1, That Christianity—my faith—rests upon it abso- 
lutely. Christ’s birth, life and teachings would be mean- 
ingless without it. It becomes the seal of all that pro- 
ceeded it in Christ’s claims and the Bible’s message. 
Read John 11:25; Romans 8:11; I Corinthians 3:10-11; 
15:3-4 and Ephesians 2:4-7. 


2. That Jesus staked his claims as the Son of God 
upon His resurrection on the third day. (Matthew 16:21; 
17 :22-23; 20:18-19.) 

3. That Christ’s resurrection is the sure promise of 
ours. (Romans 8:32-34; II Timothy 2:11-12.) 


4. That Jesus will know me personally and I Him. 
’ The fact that Jesus in raising Lazarus from the dead 
cried out with a loud voice, Lazarus, come forth, leads 
me to believe this. 


5. That I will recognize in heaven those I knew here 
on earth and be recognized by them, for again the fact 
that Mary and Martha were reunited with their brother 
after His resurrection from the dead leads me to believe 
this. : 

6. That it is not a vain hope that I have in the 
resurrection of my body and spirit, which together shall 
be reunited and continue their future existence, but in 
a perfect, glorified, immortal state, Matthew 22:30; John 
5:24. 

7. That I will be faised in His likeness (Philippians 
3:20-21; I Corinthians 15:49; John 3:2.) 
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April 15, 1928 
WHAT DOES LOYALTY TO CHRIST MEAN? 
Galatians 6:2-10 

In Galatians 5:22-23 the apostle Paul lists nine 
Christian graces, which taken together present a moral 
picture of Christ. That we might enjoy these graces— 
qualities of Christian character—Paul tells us how in 
verse 24 of the same chapter. To have a clean face and 
hands a quantity of water and soap and hard rubbing 
must be applied. Boys and girls know that. Now the 
same rules apply to spiritual cleanliness. 

When the flesh, meaning the whole of the natural 
person, is crucified, that is, sacrificed for Christian cha- 
racter, then the Christian graces, mentioned in Galatians 
5:22 begin to show forth in our conduct and life, just as 
a pure clean skin appears with the dirt removed. King 
Solomon, Proverbs 23:7 puts it in this way: “As a man 
thinketh in his heart, so is he,’ intending to say that 
goodness comes from within. 

1. The above thoughts are meant to introduce our 
theme: “What Does Loyalty to Christ Mean?”—for there 
cannot be such a thing as loyalty to Christ without there 
first being a favorable background for the expression of 
loyalty. Loyalty is like an exposed photographic film 
which only shows up what has first been exposed on it 
through the lens. It is only expression, and its type 
of expression depends solely upon what is back and be- 
hind itself. If I love my country I'll be loyal to her 
because true love cannot possibly produce a negative ex- 
pression. In the same manner if I love my Lord I'll be 
loyal to Him. In the first place loyalty to Christ must 
have love for Christ as its inspiration. 

2. Next loyalty to Christ means that these Christian 
graces must have a practical outlet. When the photo- 
graphic plate or film is developed it still has little or no 
value until reproduced on paper or screen. Of what 
value is my loyalty to Christ to me or to Christ if Iam 
not willing to do what verse 2 of our lesson commands 
of me? If I help my brother loyalty to Christ means 
something to me, for in this way I fulfill the law of 
Christ, Acts 20:35; I Thessalonians 5:14. 

3. Loyalty to Christ in the third place means that 
Christ comes first in my thinking and acting. Read verse 
3 of our lesson, then read Romans 12:3. A person can’t 
think much of Christ who is himself choked up with ego- 
tism and conceit. Such a person is unloyal to Christ. He 
is like an improperly developed photographic film, if I 
may use the illustration again, which in time loses its 
power to reproduce the images that were one time made 
upon it. Unless Christ’s features are engraved upon our 
hearts they become obliterated by our own deception. 

4. Verse 4 further explains that loyalty to Christ 
means that each one of us must stand on his own merits. 
I cannot claim loyalty to Him on the strength of an- 
other’s merits. I must be personally exposed to His will 
and then carry out that will. I have often gone out on 
a picture taking trip to return to find upon developing 
the exposures that the one most desired was the poorest 
of the lot. In such a situation all the other exposures, 
no matter how good they were, couldn’t satisfy me for 
the one lost. So Jesus thinks of you and me as indivi- 
duals, hence He expects individual loyalty, Romans 12:2, 
I Corinthians 11:28; II Corinthians 10:12-18. 

5. Verse 6 teaches us something still different about 
loyalty to Christ. Can you tell what it is? Read I Cor- 
inthians 9:7-15 and I Timothy 5:18 to help you answer.

6. Verses 7 to 9 sound their own warning. After 


studying them would you say that it pays to be disloyal 


to Christ? 
3:10-13. 

7. Finally in verse 10 the summary of the whole 
subject of loyalty to Christ is made, Since we have the 
opportunity what shall we do with it? 


Read also James 1:16: and I Corinthians 


April 22, 1928 
WORKING WITH OTHERS FOR CHRIST 
I Corinthians 12:1-11 

The key note to our study today is to be found in 
the first verse of our lesson. Here Paul bases all work 
for Christ on “spiritual gifts,” that is, he says: each be- 
liever goes to work for Christ with certain spiritual tools. 
He has a peculiar capacity for a peculiar service. Christ- 
ian service is simply the ministry of such gifts as the 
individual may have received, (Romans 12:4-8.) 

Verses 4 to 11 set forth how different gifts are be- 
stowed upon different men, but the conclusion always is 
—the Master for whom we are all working is the same. 
In other words while you and I differ in abilities we are 
workers together with God, (I Corinthians 3:9), This 
relationship will become clear by a recital of how foot- 
ball players, holding different positions on the same team, 
work together to make a score. 

With these two thoughts providing a setting for our 
further study of the topic let us learn together how we 
may best work together for Christ. 

1. Every member must do his bit as best he can. 
If you sing, play the piano, speak, have ability for detail 
work or what not, take your place willingly and fill it. 
Do not be a shirker or a quitter. One Leaguer out of 
place gums up the whole works, as the saying is. 

2. Every member thankful to God for the chance 
to serve Him, no matter how small the service or how 
limited the ability to serve. If you can only come regu- 
larly to the meetings or to service in God’s house you 
should be happy and willing to do that. One of the 
greatest sources of joy and encouragement to a pastor 
and other church leaders is to see some loyal consecrated 
person in his accustomed place time after time. Verse 
9, “To another faith by the same Spirit,” seems to point 
to just such faithful souls: 

3. Happiness in one’s best expression of service does 
not allow him to be envious of another who posses larger 
gifts of service. One of the worst evils in the Christian 
Church is this “jealous spirit.” There are those, sad to 
relate, who just can’t stand to have another out do him 
in church work. Many times such an attitude has caused 
“split” in the church and kindred organizations. Not all 
players on the team can make touchdowns, but that 
doesn’t give just cause for those who can’t to refuse to 
do their part in helping those who can. Isn’t there just 
a bit of this jealous spirit in Martha’s heart in the inci- 
dent recorded in Luke 10:38-42, also in Judas’ heart in 
John 12:3-5? The great work for Christ demands team- 
work above all else. 

4. Another point is never to think that you have too 
much to do for Jesus. It is committing a sin to lay 
down on the job when God calls you. A boy called to 
become a minister has no right to be satisfied with 
anything less. A girl called of God to give herself in full 
time service can honestly say but one thing, “Here am I.” 

5. Still another point is never to think that you are 
the “chief thing” in the works and that unless you have 
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a hand in everything that is done you just won't play. 
Don’t get the notion that things won’t go without you. 
Many a church would ‘run along a lot smoother with- 
out some people of that sort in it. 

Here’s a good motto: “Push or Pull, but if you can’t 
do either, give way to someone who will.” 


April 29, 1928 
HOW FAR MUST I FORGIVE 
Matthew 5 :38-42 

Here is a hard nut to crack. And the only way to 
crack it is “to approach the God-level where goodness is 
complete, where love includes not only friends but ene- 
mies as well.” Forgiveness for man without God, no mat- 
ter how slight or serious is the wrong calling forth for- 
giveness, is out of the question. It just isn’t human to 
forgive. The one and only way then to get anywhere in 
the study of a topic like this one is to believe in the 
Christ-plan of forgiveness, which sees and believes in the 
best in all men. 

1. The first hammer glow in cracking this order of 
the Master is an attempt to understand the meaning of 
His words. He meant exactly what He said. There can 
be no doubt about that. Not only is the meaning intend- 
ed for Him (for He certainly turned both cheeks to His 
enemies), but for you and me also. Much unhappiness 
would be saved, if folks had more of the forgiving spirit. 

On the other hand does Christ intend that you and 
I are to surrender our God-given rights to any Tom, 
Dick or Harry that comes along to dispose us? Should 
our country sit by indifferently and let other nations do 
with us as they pleased? Should John let Harry kick him 
all over the lot and not attempt to protect himself? In 
answer I’d say, No. What about turning the other cheek 
then? I’d say that Christ expects us to enjoy and defend 
our rights and possessions, but that if one has hurt us 
to be ready, and actually do, forgive—rather than hold 
spite and seek revenge. As a matter of fact I think more 
of the person who submits to wrong that he who is re- 
vengeful of wrong. j 

2. The second stroke aims to give us light on the 
number of times one must forgive. Matthew 18:21-22 an- 
swers this question for us. Has one need of forgiving so 
many times? Yes, then some, for in a small or great 
degree folks do and say things about us that hurt. BUT 
ALWAYS FORGIVE. 

3. This matter of forgiving others acts as a sort of 
boomerang, and unless we forgive it may strike us full 
and hard on the face; for just in proportion as we are 
sinned against so do we sin against others. What do 
you think about Jesus framing the fifth petition of the 
Lord’s prayer in a way to give us to understand that to 
expect forgiveness from God we must forgive our fellow 
man? Read Matthew 18:21-35 and pay attention to what 
the last verse says. It’s my notion that God only for- 
gives those who forgive others. What’s yours? 

4. I have heard it said that one is a weakling who 
forgives wrongs done him. Was Jesus a weakling? 
Didn’t Jesus do His Father’s will by forgiving His ene- 
mies? And by doing it didn’t He do a whole lot for the 
world? Could he have been more useful to the world 
had he listened to James and John in Luke 9:51-56? 
Does a boy do himself or the other fellow any good by 
waiting for a chance to get even? That is what the 
servant in Matthew 18:21-35 did to his fellow servant 
after having been forgiven. Did he profit by it?

Preparation: Assign to three members the references 
for Bible Lesson. Ask all members to collect pictures 
from magazines for scrapbook work. Have ready sheets 
of brown wrapping paper cut to size about 8 by 12 inches, 
a punch to make three holes on the left hand edge of the 
eight inch dimension, and colored yarn to tie sheets to- 
gether. Suggested subjects for various sheets of the 
scrapbook are American Sports, American Homes, Am- 
erican Clothing, American Children, American Churches. 


Poster: Use Poster Pattern No. 4, pasting silhouette 
on orange or yellow card; letter in black. 
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Worship Period: Bible Lesson, used in connection 
with hymn “Saviour, Teach Me Day by Day.” (GS B. 
568). All sing first verse. Have member to whom it 
was assigned write on blackboard. (1) I John 4:8 (latter 
part) God is love. The whole group reads the verse to- 
gether. 

All sing second verse of hymn. In same way use 
second verse (Leader explaining that Jesus is meant). 
(2) Luke 2:40. And the child grew, and waxed strong, 
filled with wisdom, and the grace of God was upon Him. 

All sing third verse of hymn. Third member writes 
on blackboard. (Leader explaining that Jesus’ parents 
are referred to). (3) Luke 2:51, 52. And he went down 
with them and came to Nazareth; and he was subject 
unto them. And Jesus advanced in wisdom and stature 
and in favor with God and man. 


All sing fourth verse of hymn. 


Prayer: For Children in China.

Tell the children that this book of prayers has been 
translated into Chinese and that children in China are 
praying for us in the same way. 

Story Period: Leader may tell the story of P’an P’an. 
If desired children may divide the story into scenes, and 
dramatize it. 

Conversation: Talk about the way children in other 
lands love to tell the story they have heard about Jesus 
and His friendliness to all people. (Pages 66-68, Please 
Stand By.) Lead the group to think how they may show 
their love to Jesus by being kind and thoughtful of others 
every day, and by thinking of girls and boys all over 
their world as their friends. 

Hymn: The World Children for Jesus. 

Show Perry Picture of “Jesus Blessing the Child- 
ren” or the chart made with this in a previous lesson. 
Ask group to repeat together, “Suffer the little children 
to come unto me, and forbid them not, for such is the 
Kingdom of Heaven.” Emphasize the truth that this 
means all nations.

Lead them to dis- 
cuss what shall be done with the books when finished. 

Game: Call the Chickens Home. (A Chinese Game.) 
One player is blindfolded; the remaining players are the 
chickens. The blind man says, “Tsoo, tsoo, come and 
seek your mother.” Then the chickens run up and try 
to touch him without being caught. The one caught 
becomes the blind man—From “Children at Play in

THE EVENING WORSHIP (VESPERS) 
(Miss Laura Wade Rice) 

Hymn: 143 (Common Service Book). 

Leader: Did you notice that the words of that hymn 
were prayers? Find hymn 472. It also isa prayer. We 
will read it softly together. 

Scripture: Luke 1:68-80—The Benedictus. 

Leader: As you turn the pages of our Common Ser- 
vice Book, you will notice on page 29, the word Matins, 
and on page 40, Vespers. 

Matins means belonging to the morning. 

Vespers means eventide. 

For a long time early morning and evening services 
were held each day. We use the Vesper service at after- 
noon meetings, and it is also our Sunday evening service. 

After a hymn, the Minister repeats this Versicle or 
“little verse” —“O, Lord, open Thou my lips.” 

Juniors: “And my mouth shall show forth Thy 
praise.” 

Leader: “Make haste to help me, O Lord.” 

Leader and Juniors: repeat Gloria Patri. 

Leader: What does it say at the top of page 41? All 
find page 196. Here are a number of Psalms. Find the 
24th. I will read to the colon, then you finish the verse. 
Again we sing praise to God in the Gloria Patri, after 
which the Lesson from the Scripture is read by the Min- 
ister. Where does he stand to read it? 

Juniors: At the Lectern. 

Leader: Yes, that is the place for all Scripture read- 
ings. Now tell me what comes next? ; 
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Junior: A Hymn—no—the Minister says, “O Lord, 
have mercy on us,” and we chant, “Thanks be to God.” 

Leader: Sometimes a hymn is then sung. Let us 
now sing Hymn 467. After the hymn comes the Sermon; 
and the gathering of an Offering follows. Let us talk 
a little about the offerings. Do you know how the offer- 
ing is given, and for what it is used? We use what is 
called a Duplex Envelope, that means that there are 
two parts to it. Tell us about the first part. 

Junior: ‘That is for ourselves. It pays our pastor’s 
salary and provides for the choir and music, the care 
of the church, heat, light, and all expenses. 

Junior: The second part is for others. It is for our 
Benevolences—for orphans and old people, for foreign 
missions and all missions here at home, for education, for 
our aged pastors, for church buildings and deaconess 
work. 

Junior: You said we came to church to worship God. 
Is giving worship? 

Leader: Yes, if it is given in the right way, not 
grudgingly, or to show off, not carelessly—but with a 
glad heart, honoring God by giving to Him for His work 
through our Church. 

Following the offering is a hymn. 
use this beautiful Versicle (all read.) 

Junior: What does the Canticle mean? 

Leader: A song. And for this the beautiful songs 
in the Bible are used. This Canticle on page 43 is the 
words the Virgin Mary said or chanted when she went 
to tell her cousin Elizabeth, John’s mother, that God 
had chosen her to be the mother of the coming Messiah, 
the Baby Jesus. It is called the Magnificat, from the 
word “magnify” which Mary used. Let us read it to- 
gether. Now turn to page 44. There is another Canti- 
cle there, it is the words old Simeon said in the Temple 
when the Baby Jesus was laid in his arms. Nunc Dimit- 
tis means “now dismiss me” or “let me go.” We will 
read it together. It is a very sweet ending for a holy 
Sabbath Day. What follows the Canticle? 

Junior: Oh, I know—the Kyrie. The name isn’t 
here, though. 

Junior: Then the Lord’s Prayer and the Collect for 
the day—the one we used in the morning, and we all 
chant A-men. 

Leader: But before the Collect? 

Junior: Oh, the Minister blesses us and we bless his 
spirit and after the Collect another Versicle—I love the 
chanty notes: 

Leader: “The Lord will give strength unto His peo-

ple 

Juniors: “The Lord will bless His people with 
peace.” 

Leader: I will read the sweet Collect for Peace. 
(reads). It is followed by the Benedicamus. 

Leader and Juniors read responsively. 

Leader reads the Benediction which closes the ser- 
vice. 

Leader: Before you leave let us turn to page 246 
and see the other Canticles. They are names from the 
Latin word most prominent in their verses. 

Junior: The Magnificat—Mary’s Song of Praise. 

Junior: The Nunc Dimittis—Simeon’s Song of 
Praise. 

Junior: The Te Deum Laudamus—What is that? 

Leader: It is one of the most ancient praise hymns— 
no one knows how, when, or by whom it was composed. 
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Junior: The Benedictus—Zacharias’ Song of Praise. | 


Junior: The Benedicti—No one knows the arranger. 

Junior: The Confitetore Tibi—Isaiah’s Song of 
Praise. 

Junior: The Exultarit—The song of Hannah, mother 
of Samuel. 

Junior: The Cantemus Domino—Moses’ Song at 
the Red Sea, 

Junior: The Domine Audiri—Habakkuh’s marvelous 
words of praise. 

Junior: The Audite Caeli—Moses’ song at the close 
of his life. 

Junior: The Beatitudes—Jesus’ Song of the Blessed 
Ones. 

Junior: The Dignus Est Agnus—The song of the 
redeemed in Heaven, praise of Jesus, the Lamb of God.

THE CHURCH SEASONS—I 
(Miss Laura Wade Rice) 

The Gloria Patri. 

The Gospel for the day. 

The Collect for the day. 

Leader: Suppose we have a little examination. In 
what do we find the Gloria in Excelsis? In what the 
Nunc Dimittis? What does each word mean? What 
is the Lectern? What does Amen mean? Gloria Patri? 
Kyrie? When is Baptism given? What is a Collect? 

Now, let us open our Common Service Book at page 
82. Read the headings in the old English letters. 

Juniors: Advent, Christmas, Epiphany, Easter, 
Whitsuntide, Trinity. 

Leader: Do you know any of these words? 

Junior: Yes, I have seen them on the hymn- 
boards in Church. I know what Christmas and Easter 
mean. 

Leader: We say spring, summer, autumn and win- 
ter are the year’s seasons. The Church Year does not 
begin with the first of January, but a few weeks earlier. 
These words you have read are the names of the sea- 
sons of the Church Year. What is the first? 

Junior: Advent. 

Leader: Advent means “coming,” the coming of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. We like to think about Christmas 
before it comes. So, four Sundays before Christmas 
Eve in our churches we put the word Advent on the 
hymn boards. Often Advent comes on the last Sunday 
in November. But there is something else in your church 
that shows it is Advent. 

Junior: The Violet or Purple altar cover and book 
marks, 

Leader: Purple is the color of royalty—the King is 
coming! Let us get our hearts ready for Him. 

Leader: Now turn to page 86. What do you read 
in large letters? 

Juniors: “The Introits, Collects, Epistles, Graduals 
and Gospels for the Church Year” and just below in 
smaller letters—The First Sunday in Advent. 

Junior: Oh, I see! On the next page it says Second 
Sunday in Advent, and then come the Third and the 
Fourth. I can find my way to the Christmas “room” in 
this book easily now! I’ll know just where to turn for 
the Introit and Collect next Christmas. 

Leader: Surely you will. You will be one of the 
family and will almost be able to find your way with your 
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eyes shut, won’t you? At least you can help those folks 
who fumble over the leaves and shut the book in despair. 
But now let us remember that there are two things to 
think of in this Season. The “First Advent” when Jesus 
was born in Bethlehem and grew up in poverty and ob- 
scurity (explain) to suffer and die, and the “Second Ad- 
vent” when He shall “come in the clouds and all the 
holy angels with Him,” when “every eye shall see Him.” 
Then He shall come to judge and to reign. 

Junior: When? ; 

Leader: “Of that day and hour knoweth no man,” 
Jesus said. Only “Be ye ready for in such an hour as ye 
think not the Son of Man cometh.” So we must always 
keep the Second Advent in mind. 

Junior: Christmas comes next. I guess we all know 
what that means. I love it best of any time in the year. 
Aren’t the Christmas Collects beautiful? 

Leader: What about the color on the altar? 

Junior: On Christmas Eve the purple changes to 
White. The King has come, and He is pure as a snow- 
flake. The White cloths remain until January 13, when 
Epiphany ends. 

Leader: The First Sunday after Christmas has for 
its Gospel the story of the presentation of the first-born 
son in the Temple. The Second Sunday tells of the 
Flight into Egypt. 

Junior: What about New Year’s Day? 

Leader: If Christmas comes on Sunday, then New 
Year’s Day will also. So there are special selections for 
it, too. But what comes next? 

Junior: Epiphany. You said the white cloths were 
for that also. 

Leader: Epiphany is from a Greek word which 
means “manifestation” or showing. We keep that day, 
the 6th of January, to celebrate the showing of the Baby 
Jesus to the Wise Men. In some countries it is called 
“Second Christmas,’ or “Three Kings’ Feast.” These 
men were Gentiles like us. The angels said that peace 
and good-will were for all men. So on the Sundays after 
Epiphany we think how all the people need to have Him 
shown to them, and that we of the Church must do it. 
We call the Epiphany Season the Foreign Mission time 
of the Church. 

Now, what strange words do you see on pages 102, 
103 and 104? 

Junior: Septuagesima. 

Leader: Wait. That word means seventieth. It is 
the ninth Sunday before Easter, about the seventieth day. 

Junior: Sexagesima—that’s the eighth Sunday before 
Easter, then? 

Leader: Yes, but the sixtieth day. 

Junior: Quinquagesima—is the seventh Sunday be- 
fore, about the fiftieth day. 

Leader: And on these Sundays the altar color is 
green, the world color of nature. God is calling every- 
one to think of what His Son is to suffer to save the 
whole wide world. 

Junior: On these Sundays we begin to think of the 
sadness and suffering of our dear Lord because of sin, 
how people would not let His good seed grow in their 
hearts, and how even His disciples did not understand 
Him. 

Leader: Lent comes next. Lent means Spring. These 
are the forty days before our Saviour’s last week on 
earth. Lent begins with Ash Wednesday, as it is called, 
since on that day people used to have ashes sprinkled on 
their heads in memory of those days of suffering. Lent 
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was a time of fasting, but on Sundays no one should 
fast, so the six Sundays in Lent would make it 46 days 
from Ash Wednesday to-Palm Sunday. Lent is the time 
when the Church stops and says, “He did all this for me 
—why should I ever choose to sin and grieve such a 
dear Saviour?” 

Junior: What about the colors? 

Leader: On Ash Wednesday we get out the purple 
colors again. It is the King now of whom we are think- 
ing and of all He suffered to take away our sin and get 
us ready to reign with Him in Heaven. 

Palmarum, Palm Sunday, ends Lent. 

Junior: Oh, that’s the day they waved palm-branches 
as Jesus rode in triumph into Jerusalem. 


April 29, 1928 
THE CHURCH SEASONS—II 
(Miss Laura Wade Rice) 
Hymn 86 


Introit and Collect for Palm Sunday. 

Leader: We closed our last lesson with Palm Sun- 
day, the day of the children’s’ praises. So on Palm Sun- 
day many churches have their Confirmation Services, 
when the children who are baptized members of the 
church confirm or take on themselves the promises made 
for them by their parents when they were little children. 

The week that follows Palm Sunday is called Holy 
Week, for its days were the last of Jesus Christ’s days 
of trial and suffering. On page 112 you will find the In- 
troit, Collect and Lessons for Monday. Our churches 
often have services every night in Holy Week, so you 
will see those for Tuesday and Wednesday. What is the 
color for these days? 

Junior: Black, the color of darkness, death, suffering 
and sorrow. No wonder they use black these sad days. 

Junior: Holy Thursday was the day of the Last Sup- 
per. Jesus and His disciples ate together. It was the 
Passover time of the Jews and so they ate the Passover 
together. 

Junior: After the Supper, the Lord gave His friends 
the first Holy Communion. 

Junior: Reads Luke 22:14-20. 

Leader: Friday in Holy Week, we call it Good Fri- 
day, is a day on which we should think in every hour of 
the suffering of our Lord to redeem us. Let us read re- 
sponsively the Introit and Collect, and the Gradual for 
that day. Especially let us remember the hours on the 
Cross as we sing Hymn 101. 

Leader: “Lo, Calvary’s Day 

And Easter Day, 

Earth’s saddest day 

And gladdest day 

Were just one day apart.” 
and from the time of sorrow we turn to the gladness and 
beauty of the Day of Resurrection, Easter. Let us read 
- together the second Introit and Collect for Easter Day, 
on page 115. 

Junior: The churches are full of flowers this happy 
day. White is the color of the altar cloths, the pure 
white lift of the Resurrection which the Lord gives to His 
own by His victory over death and the grave. 

Leader: Yes, the white cloths remain on the altar 
until the Sunday after our Lord’s Ascension into Heaven. 
On page 122 you will find the services for Ascension Day. 
Let us read the Introit and Collect. 

Junior: The next Sunday is Pentecost or Whitsun- 
day. What is the color? 
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Leader: Red—signifying the cloven tongues of fire 
which was the sign to the disciples that their Lord has 
sent the Holy Spirit, as He had promised, to be their 
Helper and Comforter. Red stands for the atonement by 
the blood of Jesus Christ by which His Church is re- 
deemed from sin. Pentecost is called Whitsunday or 
White Sunday because the Catechumens wore white for 
their Confirmation on this day. 


Junior: The Red lasted all that week if services were 
held. 

Leader: The next Sunday is Trinity—the festival of 
the Triune God—God the Father, God the Son and God 
the Holy Spirit. Now no one of us can really understand 
this, even the wisest man becomes as a little child and 
believes it. Trinity lasts until Advent begins, and the 
color for those weeks and months is green, the world 
color. You see that there are many Sundays after Tri- 
nity, there may be twenty-seven, there may be less—it 
finishes up the year. There are many lessons for the 
Church to learn, lessons of love and faith and service and 
holy living, for the Lord Jesus came to earth not just to 
take us some day to Heaven, but to help us grow like 
Him while we are here, and to teach us how to help the 
whole world and its people to forsake sin and grow 
heavenly. Let us close by reading together the Collect 
for the Eleventh Sunday after Trinity.
